Britain May 
Compromise 
in Palestine 


Exiled Representatives of 
Baltic States Trying to 
Get Their Case Before U N 


By ARTHUR GAVSHON 
London, Feb. 7 —W)— Informed 
sources said today the British cab- 
inet was considering a compromise 
Palestine formula which would al- 
low 100,000 Jews from 
European 
displaced persons camps to enter 
immediately 
a 
semi-autonomous 
Jewish province in the Holy Land. 


This plan was attributed to For- 


eign Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
Colonial Secretary Arthur 
Creech 
Jones. 


There was no immediate indica- 


tion from 10 Downing street wheth- 
er the cabinet had accepted it. 


President Truman told Jewish 
leaders in Washington last July the 
U. S. government was willing to 
assume technical and financial re- 
sponsibility for the tansportation 
of 100.000 immigrants from Europe 
to Palestine. 
.• • 


A foreign office spokesman said 


today no British approaches 
had 


been made to the State 
Depart- 
ment on a Palestine settlement. 
Government sources said 
after 


the cabinet meeting it was almost 
certain the new British proposals 
for Palestine would be conveyed to 
Arab and Jewish leaders in Lon- 
don over the weekend. They added 
it was likely that Arab delegates 
to the official Palestine conference 
would meet Bevin 
and 
Crrech 
Jones once again Monday, and, be- 
cause of their 
"uncompromising 


opposition" to further Jewish im- 
migration, 
the 
talks 
probably 


would dissolve immediately. 


Qualified informants said Bevin 
was alarmed at the possibility of 
an Arab outbreak if the Palestine 
Arabs should be dissatisfied with 
a partition of the Holy Land into 
Arab and Jewish provinces, 
the 
most likely plan under considera- 
tion. 


Bevin and Crrech Jones appar- 


ently led the opposing cabinet fac- 
tions-. 
They 
met 
with 
Jewish 


agency leaders last night but' the 
agency's 
political 
chief, 
Moshe 
Sherlok, said after the 
two-hour 


meeting that "we were allowed ;to 
see none of the features of 
the 


British government's newest 
un- 
born child" — the new Palestine 
plane. 


Jewish and government -source's 
both said Shertok discounted the 
possibility of an Arab outburst in 
the event of partition. 


Creech Jones was reported 
in 


favor of a compromise 
formula 


which would partition Palestine 
over a period of five years, with 
the Arabs and Jews having 
the 


right to secede at the end of that 
time. He also would remove all 
limitations in immigration for the 
Jewish area and would give 
the 
Jews more territory than previous- 
ly suggested. 


Bevin,' said to have the support 


of the prime minister and Defense 
Minister A. V. Alexander, report-

As we grow older our bodies be- 
come more rigid, principally 
be- 
cause of the destruction of elastic 
tissue produced by wear and tear. 
Aging changes are not uniform 
throughout the organs, nor do they 
commence at exactly the same age 
in every person. 


Aging begins immediately after 
birth, when certain structures which 
are no longer needed start to shri- 
vel. The blood vessels in the um- 
bilical cord, the connection between 
the aorta and the pulmonary art- 
ery iductus arteriosus), become fi- 
brous cords, and the thymus glands 
in the chest becomes smaller until 
it practically disappears. 


Aging in the eye becomes mani- 
fest at the age of 20. The eye of a 
30 - year - old has only one half 
the power, of accomodalion it had 
at 10, and at 45 that power has 
been reduced to one-half what it 
was at 30. The crystalline lens los- 
es its elasticity with age. 


Aging in the lungs produces short- 
ness ot breath alter moderate ex- 
ertion. The chest wall 
becomes 
more rigid as the lung tissues be- 
come less elastic. Tests establish- 
ed the fact that only two persons 
of a group of 500 above the age of 
50 had retained the elastic chest 
capacity of their earlier years. 


Aging in the digestive 
tract 
starts in the mouth, with the pro- 
duction of less saliva. In youth the 
saliva flows freely, but as we grow 
older we experience ditficulty 111 
chewing dry food.

As we grow older our bodies be- 
come more rigid, principally 
be- 
cause of the destruction of elastic 
tissue produced by wear and tear. 
Aging changes are not uniform 
throughout the organs, nor do they 
commence at exactly the same age 
in every person. 


Aging begins immediately after 
birth, when certain structures which 
are no longer needed start to shri- 
vel. The blood vessels in the um- 
bilical cord, the connection between 
the aorta and the pulmonary art- 
ery iductus arteriosus), become fi- 
brous cords, and the thymus glands 
in the chest becomes smaller until 
it practically disappears. 


Aging in the eye becomes mani- 
fest at the age of 20. The eye of a 
30 - year - old has only one half 
the power, of accomodalion it had 
at 10, and at 45 that power has 
been reduced to one-half what it 
was at 30. The crystalline lens los- 
es its elasticity with age. 


Aging in the lungs produces short- 
ness ot breath alter moderate ex- 
ertion. The chest wall 
becomes 
more rigid as the lung tissues be- 
come less elastic. Tests establish- 
ed the fact that only two persons 
of a group of 500 above the age of 
50 had retained the elastic chest 
capacity of their earlier years. 


Aging in the digestive 
tract 
starts in the mouth, with the pro- 
duction of less saliva. In youth the 
saliva flows freely, but as we grow 
older we experience ditficulty 111 
chewing dry food.
